Realizing that the field of foreign communications is a most sensitive 
source of intelligence, in wnich tt e security of our operations is of 
utmost importance to the United States, and having reaa Public law 513, 
8lst Congress, on the subject of Communications Intelligence, the 
significance of which and its relationship to my duties in the Central 
Intelligence Agency were explained to me, I DO HEREBY DECLARE AND 
SOI FMNLY SWEAR AS FOLLOWS 

I will not discuss with or disclose to any person, regardless 
of his official position or status, any information relating 
directly or indirectly to Cot iionicat-ons Intelligence, any in- 
formation derived therefrom, or the nature of tne sources of 
such intelligence, unless su^h person has been authorized to 
discuss and handle Coamuni nations Intelligence, and his au- 
tnorization has not been revoked. 

I clearly understand that the responsibility for affirmatively as- 
certaining whether a person is currently authorized and cleared for 
Communications Intelligence rests *mon me. 

I am informed that a change in ray assignment or office, or other re- 
moval of my name from the list of authorized persons, automatically 
bars me from further handling of oi access to Communications Intel- 
ligence or entry to restricted areas wheie such material is located* 

I am aware that no change in my assignment or employment or other re- 
moval of my name from the list of authorized persons will m any way 
whatsoever relieve me of my obligations under tne above oath, and that 
its provisions remain as fully binding in time of peace as in time of 
war. 

I have taken the above oatn freelj , without any mental reservation or 
purpose of evasion; with complete unaei standing of its importance to 
the security of my country; and with fuxl realisation of the criminal 
penalties which may be imposed fr violation of pertinent laws.

SIC. 2 (a) The term "classified information" as used herein snail oe 
construed to mean information which, at t - time of a violation unaer t»is 
Act, is, for reasons of national security specifically designatea by a 
United States Government agency for limited or restricted Dissemination or 
distribution. 

(h) The terms "code", "cipher", and "cryptographic system" as used nerein 
shall >e construed to include in their meanings, in adaition to tnelr usual 
meanings, any method of secret writing anc any mechanical or electrical 
device or method used for the purpose of disguising ot concealing the 
contents, significance, or meanings of co.munications. 

(c) The term "foreign government" as used herein shall be construed to 
include in its meaning any person or persons acting or purporting to act 
for or on behalf of any faction, party, department, agency, bureau, or mili- 
tary force of or within a foreign country or for or on behalf of any 
government or any person or persons purporting to act as a government witnin 
e foreign country, whether or not such government is recognised cy the 
United States.

(d) The term * communication intelligence" as used herein shall be con- 
strued to mean all procedures and methods used in the interception of 
communications and the obtaining of information from such communications 
by other than the intended recipients. 

(e) The term "unauthorized person" as used herein shall be construed to 
mean any person who, or agency which, is not authorized to receive infor- 
mation of the categories set forth in section 1 of this Act, by the 
President, or by the head of a department or agency of the United States 
Government which is expressly designated by the President to engage m 
communication intelligence activities for the United States. 

SEC. 3. Nothing m this Act shall prohibit the furnishing, upon lawful 
demand, of information to any regularly constituted committee of the 
Senate or House of Representatives of the United States of America, or 
joint committee thereof.
